Today the Ilavasupai subsist on a 
marvidousl.v cnllivated tra<M two and 
one-(|unrter miles long and about one- 
qiiarler of a mile whh*. 'They depend 
chh'tly on agriculttirt' for their sup¬ 
port. hut In former days they descend¬ 
ed far south down their valle.v inquest 
of deer, antelope and hear. The camps 
are sItuaU’d along llie east side of the 
creek, which Irrigates the land so woll 
that enough food Is harvested off tills 
siiuill section of one and oat'-half 
square miles lo supply lluuii from sea- 
s<)a to season. 

Some Of Their Custom*. 

Mr. Rpli'r classifies the trihe as "In- 
ternu'dlary,” since their cniHiic eni- 
liraci-s traits peculiar to the four ad¬ 
jacent tribes of the southwest area.

We are not trying to excuse these 
young men for past olfenses against 
society, but we maintain that they 
had no vicious or criminal intent. 
They are just full-blooded youth with 
an excess of energy, which, however, 
was applied in the wrong direction. 

How many of the older “boys” of 
Sierra Mad re can remember the 
stunt.s they pulled oil in their youth? 
At least three “old boys” have boasted 
to the writer to this elTcct, and yet 
they ari' solid, respected and respecta¬ 
ble citizens today. 

Whether this alTair will be a good 
lesson to these students depends en¬ 
tirely upon them.selvcs. If they view 
it as a successful prank anti are only 
sorry because they were caught, and 
continue to harbor revengeful 
thoughts, then the le.sson is lost. 

But if, as we arc convincetl is the 
ca.se, they appreciate the humiliation 
aiul shame they have placcHl on Sierra 
Madre and realize their duty to soci¬ 
ety, the lesson will not have been in 
vain.

Behind the town, ns viewed from the 
former allied trenches, is Montfacoun, 
from which the German crown [irlnce, 
in a concrete and steel observation 
tower tliree stories high, watched the 
progress of battle. 

He could see, among otlier things, 
tlie houses of Mnlancourt criinible dny 
liy dny until former homes were stone 
henps with protruding timbers that 
once held up nmfs. Today Malanconrt 
can be recognized only by a sign hoard, 
few stray German graves are 
marked with carefully lettered crosses 
on whicli metal Identification tags have 
lieen nailed. 

On up the road toward Gemiany, 
iibont three-quarters of a mile, Mont- 
facoun today stands almost complete¬ 
ly wrecked. Visitors to this territory 
ni'ver miss seeing the crown prince’s 
safe .slielter which was constructed 
Inside the wails of a three and a half 
story house—the only four walls left 
standing in the town. How the house 
around tlie crown prince’s shelter e.s- 
caped destruction is still a mystery. 
Several sliells hit it _nnd the roof Is 
partly torn nway, hut inside concrete 
wnlis three feet thlek, hnllt during the 
actnni tuittle, 


away some of the finest hot rliocolate 
In France to a crowd of liifaiitryineii— 
anoflier of the Americiin outfits quar¬ 
tered near the hut. ail tinxiows to catch 
a steamer home, by the way.

I saw such 
tin arrangement working smoothly In 
a Y-caiiteen In Verdun—-the only ontn- 
fortalde spot In Idocks of ruined 
houses. 

It was wliere the allied and German 
troops stood opposite each oilier, 
tnontli In and month out during the 
days of strictly trench wiirfnre. tliat 
villages were completely wiped out 
liy intense and lerrifie lioinlinrdiiK'tits. 

Rilt %Nhen either side wns making 
a raiiid advance the destruction of 
proiu-rty wns considerrddy less.

Guy E. Mitchell, of Washington, 
D. C., representing the United States 
Geological Survey, was a caller Sat¬ 
urday. 

The government and the state di¬ 
vide the expense of the topographical 
survey of California, now being 
prosecuted, about three-fourths of the 
state having been covered. 

The maps are published from time 
to time as the field work of each sec¬ 
tion is completed. The area embrac¬ 
ing Sierra Mad re and the mountains 
to the north has been finished and the 
map is sold at an almost nominal 
cost. The cost of the surveying of the 
Sierra Madre and vicinity section was 
upwards of $3,000. When the entire 
map of California shall have been 
completed it will make an enormous 
map, about eight feet high, and repre¬ 
sent an expenditure of over half a 
million dollars. 

But on the other hand, the topo¬ 
graphic map issued by the U. S. Ge¬ 
ological Survey is the finest engineer¬ 
ing map in existence. It shows every 
physical feature of the area—every 
hill and mountain, every stream and 
drain, and every slope. It is a genu¬ 
ine “dictionary of altitudes.” 

Put your finger on any point of the 
Sierra Madre map and you c^, in a 
few seconds, figure out the exact ele¬ 
vation above sea level 

The maps are of especial value and 
interest to mountain hikers and hunt- 
er.s, although it is of equal value 
to the engineer in laying out a trans¬ 
continental railroad. 

Mr. Mitchell is desirous of estab¬ 
lishing an agency in Siei'ra Madre for 
these fine maps.
